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The rejection of the claims using Ross and Desrosier together in 
Paper 9 has been dropped in response to applicant's amendments to the 
claims. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the 
basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Trainor in view of Ross for reasons of record. 

Applicant argues that the claims are directed to a spoonable and 
pourable dressing. This is incorrect because applicant has amended the 
claims to delete these two qualities. Applicant urges that the reference 
does not show the step of forming a pre-mix of raw ingredients that 
includes an oil phase and an emulsifier phase. This is disagreed with as 
note example 1 in Trainor. Here the starch phase is made, then 
everything but the oil is added to form an "emulsifier phase". Then the oil is 
added and mixed in. Finally the pre-mixed ingredients are combined 
together and sent to a colloid mill. Thus the mixer in Trainor can be 
regarded as a pre-mix tank. Applicant urges that the specific amount of the 
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ingredients is not shown in Trainor. This is disagreed with because in 
example 1 , the amount of egg yolk is shown at the bottom of column 8 to 
be 0.7 pounds and the amount of salad dressing is shown at column 7, line 
17 to be at 5.25 pounds. The calculated percentage of egg yolk, which is 
an emulsifier by itself, appears to fall within the levels that are set forth in 
the claims. Applicant refers to the amounts of the oil and additive 
ingredients but the claims do not require any specific amounts of these 
ingredients.
